We <lo not know, but wo hope that with 
.lie constant labors of Mu>» Juliet Corson i 
ind ihoeookiiig classes everywhere the j 
nnmlier is rapidly increasing. Certainly 
'air. plump Americans are much more 
common than they wero twenty-five 
years ngo. 


Mr. Atkinson says that fivo cents a 


day per head it a very small estimate to 
make for the loss arising from innutri 
tious food and bad cooking, lie believes 
that on food working people can best 
economize and yet live better than they 
do now. They cannot well economize on 
clothing or rent. 


A typical community of 0,000 persons 


is supposed to exist. In such a com- 
munity §100,o')0 can bo saved in a year 
if all the women wero gpod cooks and 
knew what to buy. Twenty-five cents a 
day is cstimaVd as tho cost of food per 
individual. 


In a family of six persons, fivo cents a 


day saved tociich member would amount 
to §100.50 in a year. If, now, the mascu- 
line members of tho family gavo up 
li(]uor and tolncco they could savo $43.80 
more, sinco the average of tho whole 
country for liquor and tobacco is over 
four cents per head. Counting half that 
sum to his typical family, Mr. Atkinson 
makes $-13.80 additional. This, with'the 
saving from well cooked, judiciously 
bought food, makes $153.30. This sum 
will then bo tho working man's saving an- 
nually. Thus independenco would bo- 
como his. 


Mr. Atkinson's figures simply show 


what might bo done. But when laborers' 
wives aro wiso enough to make twenty 
cents' worth of food servo better than 
twenty-five cents' worth now does, when 
laborers aro self denying enough to give 
up beer and tobacco, thcro will then be 
no need of philosophers to tell them what 


In a far different vein speaks Eov. 


William Barry, tho prophet. He sees in 
our time tho t.igna of an impending rev- 
olution. It will bo "an economic revo- 
lution, having for its purpose tho redis- 
tribution of wealth on a reasonable ba- 
sis." Tho introduction of the spinning 
jenny in 1770 began an era of economic 
slavery to which history affords no par- 
allel—the factory system.

and lower and every year growing larger 
and more dispcrate.

cess of construction from Liverpool to 
Manchester. England. It is thirty-five 
miles long and twenty-six feet deep 
This will m.iko it independent of tho 
tides at all times. When finished it wil 
practically gno England a new seapon 
in the heart of tho country. 


Tho Liverpool docks havo hitherto 


been overcrowded with vessels. Freigh 
has had to bo transferred Irom ship tc 
railway and thenco conveyed inland 
Manchester has suffered more than othe 
places from expense and delay, on ac 
count of her great manufacturing inter 
ests. 


Twelve thousand men are cmployei

Tho canal wi 
bo 300 feet wide at tho surface. Th 
contractor for tho canal is Sir. Walker 
of London. With every section of th 
work he has given tho laboiers a school 
lecture hall, social meeting place and 
well appointed hospital.

There is tlio careful ixnd almost incessant pre- 
paration of food for the young chicks; in 
bliort, the temperature, feeding and cleaning 
must bo attended to thoroughly nnd system- 
atically. Women aro admirably constituted 
for successful "caickcnists," especially in tlie 
caru of the incubators and brooders. A cer- 
tain aiunuiit of fussiness which is supposed to 
bo a feminine prerogative, although marked 
instances of abdication in favor of tho oppo- 
site Bex aro on record, is an important attri- 
bute. In her care of tho incubators a woman 
Is more likely to take u second look, "just to 
bo sure, you know," and will run into the 
room at short intervals to see how things aro 
progressing. As to tho brooding, a woman's 
maternal instinct reigns supreme, and every 
motherless chick is promptly adopted from 
tlie moment it bursts tho confines of us prison 
house.

AN Oni'IIAN ASYLUM SYSTEM. 


There nro poultry runs in southern New 


Jersey contain ing anywhere from a tow hun- 
dred to thousands of chickens, and it is a 
most interesting experience to examine tho 
incubators nnd make a tour of tho brooder 
houses. Tho hitter consist of n series of com- 
partments or Malls containing tho separate 
"hatches" from broilers of several weeks' ex- 
istence to Duffy littlo chicks but a few days 
old. Hero are asylums for waifs whose own 
mothers would fail to recognize them even 
should opportunity occur. 1 often wonder if 
the wiso old hens ever do by any chanco dis- 
cover family traits and marvel as to how tho 
young interlopers came to possess them. 


That tho orphaned chicks are far better 


cared for by tl.eir human guardians is a sail 
homily on the limitations of parental solici- 
tude. Old hens crush their offspring by ac- 
cident and pi'ck them by design, but a 
"chickenist" yearns most tenderly over his 
flock, and even goes to the length of estab- 
lishing a hospiial for tho treatment of special 
disorders. The mother of a brood of chicks 
instills within their young, impressionable 
minds elements of apprehension and incre- 
dulity, but tho child of artificial incubation 
ts eminently f-ullible, always regarding tho

Tito roses that Xew York bellos wear nro 


raised in this pretty Jersey village. Proba- 
bly moro roses are grown here and sold than 
in any <ither place in Hie world. There nro 
eighty-five enormous prirnhou<.os in the towu 
ind 1.7) jteople are employed in the cultiva- 
tion of rows. At least a score of men have 


rown rich from the sale of the queen of 
lowers. On an average, 40.000 cut roses aro 
shipped from here to New York ever}' day in 
•ho year. Two cars bear the fragrant load. 
They aro unshipped <it Ilobnken and taken 
across tho Hudson by the wholesale dealers, 
who buy from tho lUadUuu horticulturists. 
From June to September the shipments are 
icavicr and nro nnt confined to Xevv York, 
long Branch, Manhattan Beach and a score 
of fashionable seiiside resorts take thousands 
of tho roses. Tlie roses nro shipped in sinnll 
clicsts, each secured with a lock and bearing 
tho grower's namo.
